Over all the R-34 is 640 feet in length

The 


forward gondola is occupied by the nav 
igator and pilots, and from it all parts 
of the ship are controlled by means of 
speaking tubes and bell signals. Here 
also, is the mechanism for controlling 
the water ballast tanks.

pilot wheels in this forward car, 
the 


front wheel .controls the rudder, while 
the side wheel controls 
the 
elevator 


•planes. 
This car also contains the 


navigator's

makes his charts and here also are his 
navigating instruments. 


In the rear of the forward gondola 


is the wireless room which also holds 
one of the ship's engines. 
From the 


navigator's car a ladder of aluminum 
runs to the ship proper above. 
This 


ladder Is enclosed and to the observer 
;u a distance it resembles a tube. The 
two side gondolas each contain an en- 
gine and are only large enough for two 
men to work. The rear car holds two 
engines. 
Inside the big bag is the deck of the

it widens out into a compartment eight 
by twenty feet used by the officers and 
crew as a dining saloon. The hydrogen 
gas, the lifting power of the ship, is 
carried in 18 compartments inside the 
envelope.

Weimar, July 9. (via Coblenz).—The 


resolution ratifying the peace treaty 
was adopted by tlie Herman national 
assembly today by a vote of 208 to 115. 


Puns. July 9.—The German national 


assembly in Weimar has adopted the 
resolution ratifying the peace treaty, 
according to advices received here to- 
day. 


The resolution reads: 
"The peace, treaty signed on June 28, 


1919, as well as the protocol annexed 
and special arrangements on military 
occupation of the Rhineland are here- 
by ratified. 
This law becomes effec- 


tive from the date of its promulgation." 


Ratification of the i>eaee treaty by 


the German national Assembly removes 
all doubt of the acceptance of 
th-.- 


terms by Germany. 
The national assembly by ratifying 


the treaty makes it possible for the 
allied and associated powers to raise 
the blockade. Official notification was 
sent Germany June 29 that the .block- 
ade would be raised when the treaty 
Was ratified. Placing this condition on 
the raising of the blockade was looked 
upon at peace conference circles as a 
sure plan for securing speedy ratifica- 
tion by Germany. 


The council of five on Monday de- 


cided to lift the commercial censorship 
on communications with Germany sim- 
ultaneously with the removal of the 
blockade. 
When three of the principal allied 


powers, in addition to Germany, have 
ratified the treaty it becomes effective 
for those who have ratified it. After 
Germany and the three allied powers 
have ratified it the treaty will come in- 
to-force for each other power on the 
day when it notifies the peace confer- 
ence secriat of its ratification. > 


The resolution adopted oy the al 


council concerning the blockade was 
as follows: 


"The 
superior blockade council is In- 


structed to b;ise its arguments for re- 
scinding restriction upon trade with 
Germany ui>on the assumption that the 
allied and associated powers will not 
wait to raise the blockade until the 
completion of ratification, as provided 
for at the end of the treaty with Ger- 
many but that is to be reached imme- 
diately upon receipt by the council 
that the treaty of peace has been rati- 
fied by Germany.

What the scholars 


ha\e lean.cd may not appear at the 
moment, but the coming years muST 
show it on a great scale. 
The Crusades, lasting for a couple 


of centuries. roughl>. took hundreds or 
thousands of Europeans to Constant! 
nople and 
Jerusalem; through Asia 


Minor and all over Syria. They brought 
Saxon and Teuton and Latin together 
and itiught them more of each other's 
characters and countries than they hid 
e\vr known before, or were likely to 
find 
nut. They 
brought 
them into 


lose contact with the Saracens, whose 


stage of civilization was higher than 
than of many of the Euro|x>un peoples. 
They asqiminted them with the world, 
familiarized them 
with strange cus 


loms, and new foods and novel fabrics, 
and gave them more new ideas than 
theeir ancestors had accumulated in 
many centuries. In enlarging the stock 
of information of the European peo 
pies, and stimulating their minds, open- 
ing to them new sources of informa- 
tion, new fields of aiUetiture. and giv- 
ing them woi'Kl views instead of the 
little parochial and 
provincial views 


which were all that they could gain at 
home, the Crusades i*ermanently af- 
fected the civilization of Europe and 
its social and economic development. 


This new class in geography has car- 


ried to Europe two million Americans, 
some of whom came from Alaska, near 
ly a million Canadians and half a mil- 
lion men from Australia and New Zea- 
land. 
It has brought northward to 


Europe- a considerable number of peo- 
ple from Africa, and it has carried 
westward to Europe tens of thousands 
of the men of India and no small num- 
ber of Chinese and Japanese. 
Amer- 


icans. 
Englishmen 
and 
Frenchmen 


have become familiar with Archangel 
on the Arctic ocean and Vladivostock, 
the Pacific port of Siberia. 


Not in 
centuries 
or ordinary 
life 


could mankind have learned so much 
about itself, the languages and man- 
ners and characteristics of the human 
varieties that compose it. of of the 
globe on which it has its home. What 
these millions of travelers have learned 
and what they will do with what they 
tiave learned, only a seer could prog- 
nosticate; and the seers are extinct. 
The knowledge gained has not been 
confined to the travelers; those who 
have stayed at home must have learn- 
ed wonderful things about parts Of the 
world they would never see. and races 
of men of which they might have 
heard, and might not. 


It cannot be doubted that the course 


of human progress and development 
for all the future will be affected in 
important respects by the mingling of 
races along that awful battle line from 
the North sea to Switzerland, in Alpine 
Italy, on the eastern side of the Adri- 
atic, in Macedonia . and Mesopotamia, 
in Eastern Asia and South Africa and 
the Arctic regions of Russia and Si- 
Deria. It must be that among the ben- 
efits of the great war will be a sense 
of human solidarity which occasional 
aoets have dreamed" of. but which has 
litherto seemed to be beyond the limits 
of possibility .p

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TO COrNCILMKN AND CITY ATTOKNKYS. 


It is well, at this |K»iut, to (tisi-uss the telephone rate sit- 


uation as it is aH'ected by the action of the officials of 
the city of Newark. 


The council and tlw city attorney claim that this com- 


pany has a valid contract with the city of Newark, with 
rates for service less than the rates now charged, which 
rates were established by the government during the war. 


As soon as the |>eri(>d f(>r these rates shall have expired, 


it may reasonably be expected that the city through its 
council and attorney, will attempt to enforce this alleged 
contract and the lower rate which that document provides 
for. It is against that action that this company is arguing. 


While the company and its attorneys claim that there 


is no valid contract embodying rates for telephone serv- 
ice and this difference between company and city is Ix'ing 
adjudicated in a regular way, we 'propose to discuss 
this question entirely from the standpoint that the com- 
pany is wrong and that the city is right about the con- 
tract and its rate. 


Let us assume that there is a valid contract with a rate 


lower than the present rate which the city can and will 
invoke in the near future. '\Vhat will it avail the tele- 
phone users of Newark that such lower rates shall thus 
be made to prevail? 
• 


Any or all of several things would have to happen: 
1. Wages of employes would have to be reduced. 
2. Maintenance would have to be curtailed. 
3. Compensation to the owners of the company would 


have to be cut down. 


4. The present high standard of service would probably 


be adversely affected. 


5. Extension and growth of the telephone service 


would cease or be very slow. 


It would be well for the members of council and *>f the 


city attorney's staff to ascertain from their constituents 
what they think of these questions. 


1. Do they think employes of the company ought to get 


less compensation than they now get? If so how much 
less? 


2. Ought current repairs to equipment to be stopped? 


If so, for how long? 


3. Ought the owners of the property to forego their 


rightful earnings on their investment? 


4. Do they like the present high-class service and do 


they want it continued? 


5. Do they want to retard the growth of Newark by pre- 


venting new coiners, and new business people from get- 
ting service because new capital refuses to enter the tele- 
phone business without adequate compensation? 


City officials can learn a great deal alwnit the telephone 


business by talking to the telephone user. Crippling the 
high-grade telephone service of Newark will not appeal 
to the majority of the people of the city for any great 
length of time. 


What we think the council ought to do is to stop liti- 


gation, which is an expense to the city and to this com- 
pany, especially lxrau.se if the city's side shall prevail it 
will be a financial blow to this company and consequent- 
ly a blow to the telephone service in 5<MM) homes and busi- 
ness places of the city. 


This'is not set forth as a threat but rather to point out 


the inevitable result which the company could not change 
if it wanted to.

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PROPOSES LAW TO KEEP 


PRESIDENT AT HOME 


Washington, July 9.—The President 


of the United States would not be per- 
mitted, during his term of office, 
to 


leave the country or to perform 
the 


duties of his office except at Washing' 
ton, 
under a bill introduced today by 


Representative 
Campbell Of Kansas, 


chairman of the house rules committee. 
The bill reads as follows: 


"Be it enacted by the senate and 


house of representatives of the United 
States of 
America, 
in congress as- 


sembled. 


"Section 
7. That 
from and 
after 


the 
passage of this act 
it shall be 


unlawful for 
the 
President 
of 
the 


United States, during the term of his 
office, to absent himself from the terri 
torial jurisdiction of the United States 
or to perform the duties of his office 
at" any other place than at the seat of 
government established by the act for 
establishment of the temporarily anc 
permanent seat of government in the 
United States approved July 16, 1790, 
to which this act is an amendment." 


Representative 
Campbell 
has pre- 


pared a lengthy address on his bill in 
which he sharply criticises President 
Wilson for going to Europe for the 
peace conference. 
Mr. Campbell hopes 


to deliver the speech later in the day, 
but in the meantime he made it public 
in the form of a statement.
